The New York Age, the leading organ of 
the colored Republicans, edited by Mr.

JURY BRIBING. 

The revelatious in the Welch case are 
sufficient to cause well-founded appreben- 
sions that a systematic and professional 
business has been carried on here for a long 
time in bribing and corrupting juries, and 
thus thwarting and destroying justice. The 
case in question is such a glaring one, and 
the business apparently has been carried on 
so unblushingly in the interests ef a great 
corporation, that both the Citizeps’ Associa- 
tion and the Bar Association are considering 
the advisability of investigation. It is to 
be hoped that the area of investigation will 
be still further extended, and that the grand 
jury will take a hand in the business. It 
will do no harm forall three of these bodies 
to make a searching inquiry—the latter with 
reference to the scrutiny of cases brought 
before it where direct charges are made, and 
the other two reinforcing it with such evi- 
dence as they can collect, and devising some 
preventives for future eperation. 

There is a general feeling in this com- 
munity which has all the force of betief that 
this infamous practice of fixing juries and 
corrupting justice has been going on in this 
city for ten years; that some men have 
grown rich by it, and that some corporations 
have been enabled to escape their legal 
duties and responsibilities. Having finished 
up one branch of public corruption in the 
conviction and punishment of the county 
boodlers the people are now in a temper to 
run down and punish the jury-bribers and 
stop the corruption of courts. The honest 
administration of the public finances is not 
a whit more important than the administra- 
tion of public justice. The ene affects the 
whole body of taxpayers collectively, but the. 
other strikes at the personal rights of every 
indiviauai who may be obliged to resort 
te the courts as the iast hope of 
getting justice, For this reason there should 
be a most thorough investigation. The Citi- 
zens’ Association, the Bar Association, the 
grand jury, or all three of them, shoula rip 
up this corrupt business and go to the bottom 
of it. no matter whom it hits—presidents of 
corporations, directors, or their paid agents 
or attorneys. If they are innocent they will 
be glad and the public will be glad te have 
tnem released from suspicion, and if they 
are guilty they ought to be punished. It is 
sapping the foundation of all eur trials, de- 
stroying the confidence of the public in the 
administration of our courts, and throwing 
such obstacles in the way of justice that 
those whose rights are imposed upon ap- 
proach the courts for justice reluctantly and 
aimost hopelesly. If it isnot broken up it 
would be better to abandon juries altogether 
in civil cases rather than to continue such 
methods of dispensing justice, or, more prop- 
erly speaking, of dispensing with it. There 
is no subject upon which the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation or the Bar Association can devote 
their time and astuteness better than this 
jary-bribing business, and the courts for 
their own defense and justification should 
also lay it before the grand jury for tne most 
searching scrutiny. Either go to the bottom 
of the business and break it up or abolish 
the juries. There would seem to be no other 
alternative. 


AMERICAN ART IN CHICAGO. 

The first annual exhibition of American 
art, under the prize fund created by Mr. J. 
W. Elisworth and the Art Institute, opened 
in the Art Institute last night. The attend- 
ance and enthusiasm sufficiently demon- 
strate its popular success. Its real success is 
intrinsic. The brushwork of the artists is a 
complete refutation of the too long respected 
cry that there is no such thing as American 
art. The sneer of Sir John Millais—that 
Americans go to Paris to get a bad French 
accent on their brushes as well as on their 
tongues—loses in the presence of this exhibi- 
tion the little force it may have abroad. 
Many of the artists whose delightfw 
work is on the Art Institute walls 
have never seen any skies but their 
own. They have individuality without man- 
nerism. There may be certain aspects of 
tone in their canvas which confirm the 
statement of Hubert Herkomer about the 
effect of American air upon pictorial color. 
The stress of the clear and incisive quality 
of our light as compared with the fogginess 
of Engiand, and the softer and more humid 
atmosphere of the maritime provinces of 
France, which painters especially prefer, 
makes the American palet fuller and stronger 
than the Frenchman’s or the Briton’s. it 
would be absurd to say that our painters 
know better than the Frenchman the trick | 
of usingits wealth. But every year has 
marked advance in technique; every year 
notes still greater refinement, broader ideas, 
richer knowledge. We can no longer be 
said to have no National art. 

The exhibition will be open at least a 
month. 


A UNIQUE JOURNALISTIC EXPERIMENT. 

The proprietor of the New York Mail and 
Hupress ig trying a novel experiment in the 
way of daily religious journalism. Upon as- 
suming control of the paper recently his 
first general erder was fulminated against 
profanity in the office. Even the mildest 
types of swearing, like “Great Scott,” 
By hoky,” and “Darn his pictur’,” were 
placed in the index expurgatorius. After 
gradually accustoming the staff to clean and 
reverential ejaculations when laboring un- 
der surprise or excitement, the next move 
was to place at the head of the editorial col- 
umn each day a Scriptural text in large type, 
intended not as a clew to the paragraphs 
which followed, and which sometimes are 
startlingly incongruous, but as a kind of 
grace before meal, which should put his 
readers iu a proper frame of mind, and evi- 
dently act usa deterrent upon the editorial 
writers from using such foul epithets as the 
editors of the other papers in that city are 
in the habit piling upon each ether. 

As the resuit of these precautionary meas- 
ures there was an immediate change in the 
spirit of the editorials. Moral lessons with 
a pious tinge began to appear even in articles 
discussing the tariff, the fisheries treaty, the 
labor question, anarchy, and political issues. 
They were conspicuous also for an absence 
of levity and personality. Not a line pro- 
voked a smile. By and by able articles bo- 
gan to appear upon foreign missions, the

Parties in interest know exactly. where to 
look for them if they want to see them when 
the court is not in session. It has been 
sworn that money was constantly supplied 
to go-betweens to “treat” jurors. After 
they were muddled with liquor the process 
of corruption was easy, Every appointment 
with the corrupting middlemen was laid in a 
saloon. Every conference in which the al- 
leged conspiracy was carried along occurred 
in a saloon. Whether the testimony im- 
plicating defendants be true or not, 
it is andeniable that the place in which the 
alleged scenes occurred was the rum-shop. 
A witness whose character appears good 
swore that in a dram-hole across the way 
from where Justice is supposed te sit 
upon her throne panoplied in majesty anc 
representing the august sovereignty of the 
people he met many persons connected with 
the affairs of the courts. 

It is not possible te abolish saloons, but it 
is possible to dimjnish their pernicious influ- 
ence. The aréu ef*public opinion on the 
dimensions of their power for criminal con 
spiracies is enly begun. They fill the police 
courts, They send more men te penitentia- 
ries than all ether evil influences combined. 
They are the Devil's club-houses in which 
pretending respectability plans erime in the 
confident expectation of escaping responsi- 
bility for its consequences. Not only should 
they be removed from church and scheol 
doors, but they should be kept at a reasona- 
ble distance from jury-rooms and courts. 
They are poisonous wells whose foul streams 
are impregnating our whole civic organiza- 
tion. 


CREMATION AND THE DOCTRINE OF THE 
RESURRECTION. 

Mer. Thomas S. Preston of New York, a 
well-known Roman Catholic official, is re- 
ported as saying that “ the custom of crema- 
tion 1s an attack upon the doctrine of the 
resurrection. The Church molds fast to the 
sacredness of the body, and teaches that the 
selfsame body which is buried shall rise 
again.” Mgr. Preston says that if a dying 
Catholic, being informea of the teaching of 
the Church upon the custom, should persist 
in the wish to have his body cremated the 
funeral would not receive the sanction of the 
Church and coula not be attended with its 
rites, ‘No public masses could be said for 
the soul of the deceased.” 

The deliverance of Mgr. Preston is more 
clearly an attack upon the emnipotence of 
God and the common sense of men than the 
custom of cremation upon the doctrine of the 
resurrection. The custom of cremation uni- 
versally prevails in the Catholic countries of 
South America. The bodies are cast, 
swathed in light cotton folds, into pits of 
burning lime. For the rich there are stone 
or other monumental tombs. For the great 
mass of the pious common people there is 
only cremation. It is a physical necessity, 
In many portions of Southern Europe crema- 
tion is necessary during pestilence; and cre- 
mation has been employed in France when- 
ever epidemics or other great emergencies 
rendered burial of the entire body unsafe. 
There is not the least doubt that oremation 
would be ordered by law during the preva 
lence of any disease requiring rapid consump- 
tion of dangerous dead matter to prevent the 
spread of plague. The Jews resorted to crema- 
tion in time of plague. The Egyptians pre- 
ferred embaiming because of their peculiarly 
dry, Warm climate, and because firewood was 
scarce. Cremation was the custom in Rome 
down to the end of the fourth century of the 
Christian era; and the early Christians 
whom persecution drove into the catacombs 
preferred burial in their stony depths only 
because they wished to avoid the penalties 
and dangers of surface burial, which would 
be a confession of holding illegal doctrines, 

In medieval times cremation passed gener- 
ally out of use except during pestilence. The 
earth was sufficient for the homes of the 
dead. The litue churchyard supplied ample 
room. The cluster of family mounds was a 
beautiful featureof theruraiglebe. Artista, 
poets, and moralists found there the inspira- 
tion of many a noble embodiment of human 
thought. The instinct of mankind is to ad- 
here to traditions in everything affecting the 
dead. In the savage islands of the Pacific, 
in the central mountain regions of still pagan 
Mexico, in the vales of Greece, in the haunts 
of the Digger Indian, the modesof disposing 
of the dead are the same as these which pre 
vailed centuries past. In China the devotion 
to burial customs is so abject that the volun- 
tary exile of the yellow race yearns for noth- 
ing on his death-bed so much as te be borne 
back to the Fiowery Land and de 
posited in thé earth, with chicken- 
killing, pa and a small food

The rich are kent in coffins above 
ground. The poor are buried in the ground; 
and the water is so near the surface that 
many a coffin floats before enough earth can 
be placed upon t to keep it still. i 

On the sea the ancieut method of disposing 
ef the body still survives, unless relatives 
able to pay for embalming are aboard with 
the materials of the embalmer and ne em- 
balmer himself. According to Mgr. Preston, 
those who are buried in the earth have some 
special chance of carrying out the doctrine 
that we shall rise with the same bodies; but 
that, inferentially, those not buried in the 
earth run some misehance, which he failed 
to define, it follows, therefore, that those 


buried at sea cannot rise again, be they 


saints, martyrs, missionaries going to dis- 
tant lands to preach the gospel, or babes who 
have never sinned. Fires eccur at sea; many 
bodies are consumed in partor wholly. Are 
they, too, condemned te annihilation, spir- 
itual as well as physical? The bodies of 
those consumed in burning tenement houses, 
in mines, in prairie fires, by the fire of artil- 
lery in battle—are they all effaced from 
eternity ! 

It would be difficult to imagine a more com- 
plete destruction of the body than is accom- 
plished by earth burial; and probably that is 
the reason why the greater partof the hu- 
man race in the Western portion of the globe 
prefer it. 

“Lay her ' the earth, 


And from her fair and unpolluted flesh 
May violets spring” 


is the tenderest wish that animates the 
breast of man on putting aside the frail 
mold that has encased the germ of human- 
ity. The gradual process ef degeneration, 
hidden from the eye, goes en until, in the 
lapse of time, nothing remains except in the 
rare cases ef potrifactien where Nature, with 
eerie caprice, sculptures the dead in their 
dark niches. But for the great majority the 
beneficent laws of change effect their com- 
plete annihilation so far as fiesh and 
bone are involved. When the worms 
have eaten their fill and the chemistry of 
clay has finished its transmutations, there 
remains nothing, not even the little handful 
of white lime wnich comes forth from the 
crematory; and which, purified and repre- 
senting the nearest to the indestructible that 
can be had by known processes out of human 
dead matter, may be indefinitly preserved. 
This process, which has a much closer, but 
ne less absurd, relation to the doctrine of the 
resurrection of the body than earth burial 
must in time become a sanitary necessity in 
large centres ot population. It is cleanly. 
It is brief. Ita test would prevent the most 
horrible of catastrophes, burial alive; for 
the degree of heat applied prior to insertion 
in the crematory would disclose the faintest 
traces of lingering life. 


HUMAN RATS. 

Tun Tumors of yesterday presented a pict- 
ure of pillage on produce passing through 
the railroad transfer yards in and near this 
city. The value of the grain, seeds, potatoes, 
coal, hay, and vegetavies received in this 
city per year may be stated in round num- 
bers as one hundred miilion dollars. Fully 
one-half of this is exposed to the depreda- 
tions of an army of thieves of both sexes and 
all ages, most of whom hye entirely on the ) 
proceeds of the stealings. The greater por- 
tion of these persona hang around the prop- 
erty like so many rats, picking up what is 
dropped through carelesness, and ever on the 
alert for a chance te make direct abstractiog 
from the property which belongs te others. 
The smaller number would appear to form 
even the more dangerous class of the two, by 
abusing a position of trust to levy toll upon 
the produce sent in from the country for a 
market or for transfer en route to other 
points. The estimate ef a total loss of 
$350,000 per year by the depredations of both 
is undoubtedly moderate. Add to this the 
large quantities of certain kinds of property, 
as coal and potatoes, which are said te be re- 
garded by many switchmen in the country as 
their legitimate prey, out of which may be 
taken all that is needed for the consumption 
of themselves and families, and we have «ea 
big total of unpunished peculation. 

There 1s reason to behheve that the knowl- 
edge by railroad officiais that an enormous. 
amount of stealing is done every day is the 
cause of weir unwillingness to furnish the 
safeguards so often asked for by ship- 
pers. They do not wish te be held responsi- 
ble for the property stolen by their own em- 
ployés, allowed by them to be abstracted by 
ethers, or lost by the act of careless workers 
employed by owners of the property or their 
agents in handing. To reimburse the own- 
ers would be a costly operation, and to guard 
efficiently against such losses would add to 
the monthly pay-roll. Hence evasion of re- 
sponsibility is the rule, and the men through 
whose hands the property passes are so 
numerous that it is impossible for the first or 
last owner to recover, though he may be able 
to prove that great loss has been sustained 
during the collective action of the com- 
mon carrier. The employés of tne rail- 
road company, being well aware of the eva- 
sion of ita responsibility, are far less careful 
if not less honest than they would be if they 
were conscious of being always under the 
eye of one interested in preventing a loss. 

There can de no question as to the rights 
of the public and the duties of the railroaas 
in this respect. The property committed to 
the care of the latter ought te be jealously 
guarded, as much for the prevention of loss in 
quantity as of deterioration in quality, even 
thongh this eare-taking should involve the 
necessity of a slight addition to the charges 
made for transportation. And the people 
who are engaged in the business of shipping 
and receiving produce should give the com- 
panies no rest till the latter consent to give 
clean bilis of lading that will enable the re- 
over to prove the fact of loss in all cases 
where it has occurred in transit. Those in 
the trade in this city are especially inter- 
ested in working for such a reform in meth- 
ods, since the evil complained of is greater 
here than at most points. 


Taz Richmond (Va.) Dispatch of the 24th 
inst. pronounces the story that the Libby 
Prison building has been turned over to W. 
I. Gray of Chicago for the sum of $28,000 as 
untrue. Col. William H. Palmer, ene of the 
owners of the building, states in an inter 
view that Mr. Gray has bought the property, 
but not paid for it, “ and cannot remove one 
brick er shingle until the entire $23,000 18 
paid.” From. Col. Paimer’s interview it ap- 
pears that an agreement was made and 
papers drawn,te the effect that Gray was to 
pay one-fourth cash and the balance in 
three notes, one maturing the ist of July, 
another the Ist of October, and the last the 
ist of next January. The cash payment has 
been made, and Mr. Gray has not been 
heard from since. In closing his inter- 
view Col. Palmer said: “Mr. Gray can get 
the building when he pays the three notes 
which I hold, but not until then, and he can’t 
move the property until then.” This allows, 
in any event, a margin of over seven months 
before the absurd scheme can get any foot- 
ing, and by thas time, it is to be presumed, 
Mr. Gray and all others concerned will dis- 
cover that it will be a losing investment te 
move it. The Dispatch states that there is no 
objection in Richmond to Liboy’s removal.

It has been widely advertised that Mr. Car- 
negie (whe makes a million a year, and some 
years twe millions, out of 8 per cent protection 
on steel rails and beams) goes abroad on a coach- 
ing excursion with Mr. Biaine. He will pick up 
Mr. Blaine in London, and then they will start on 
a drag with four horses fora three weeks’ rua 
through England and Scotland. Such an expe- 
dition ought not to be taken im the saddenea 
frame of mind that oar. Carnegie communicated 
to the New York Jridune en the eve of his de- 
parture. A coaching party should always take 
cheerful views of life, especially a céaching party 
im England arranged and paid for by “an m- 
tensely patriotic American” who has been re- 
eently naturalized, 

But Mr. Carnegie thinks that this year will see 
a great depression in all branches of labor—ia 
fact, almost a complete paralysis in many 
branches, notwithstanding a war-tariff protec- 
tion of 47 per cent Thu.“ he continues, 
“means great suffering and privation for the 
“poor, I can see no remedy just at present under 
ne existing state of things.” When we reflect 
that Mr. Carnegie has just beaten the Knights of 
Labor at the end of a protracted lockout and 
forced à 10 per cent reduction of wages at the 
Edgar Thomson Steel-Works, which enjoys 80 
per cent protection, his sympathy for the suffer- 
ings and privations of the poor becomes doubly 
touching. We wonder that he can leave the 
country te such a harrowing fate. At such 3 
crisis all intensely patriotic Americans ought to 
stay at home. Least of all should they go junk- 
eting through England on drags with four-horse 
teams, leaving their adopted country a prey to 
low wages, destitution, strikes, pauper labor, 
and imminent danger ef a disturbance of the 
tarif.—W. T. Post, May 24,

Miss Ellen K. Baker is one of the American 
painters who prefer a foreign residence as best 
calculated for artistic development. It is 
strange that women painters have not made 
more progress in this country. The Dodge prize 
in the Natonal Academy for the best picture 
painted in the United States by a woman is not 
narrowed by nationality restrictions as the prizes 
for men are. But with this exceptional liberality 
it has little effect. We have numerous women 
painters who are admirable in still life; many 
who are good portrait painters; a few who have 
reached respectability in landscape. Miss Gard- 
ner and Miss Baker have kept up the reputation 
of the sex in France. Miss Bakeris a native of 
Buffalo, and after studying with home tutors 
went to Paris twelve years ago and has since re- 
sided in the French Capital. Her work has been 
seen several times in the Exposition gallery. It 
is always pure, strong, and vigorous; not lack- 
ing in a certain womanly gentieness in senti- 
ment, but lacking nothing of virility in execu- 
tion. She likes moderate tone, and even cool 
tone; and her picture in the present collection, 
La Source (The Well) (119), is cool, gentle. 
and strong. A peasant girl idles on tne rustic 
beneh behind the spring, a sabot dangling and 
her earthen water-jug on the ground, The pict- 
ure is one of ease and lassitude, with indiffer- 
ence and independence; the workmanship is 
excellent and the values are well preserved with- 
out obtrusiveness. 

Of course, one of the most attractive pictures 
in the gallery of the first floor is Siddons Mow- 
bray’s “Evening Breeze” (147). Mowbray is 
another.of the young Americans who have en- 
joyed Frenen training; he studied with Leon 
Bonnat, but there is only Mowbray in his brush. 
His Oriental color whimseys have become an in- 
cident in all recent American exhibitions. His 
sense of tune in color amounts to infatuation 
with the iridescence of the air; certain transitory 
states he catches as delicately as aspider weaves 
his web in rainbow hues. Minute, decorated as 
Nature on rose-leaves, as sensitive to gradations 
of the solar spectrum as a brook to the shadows 
of foliage and the fugitive smiles of the sun, the 
color flows from bis brush. Indeed, his mind is 
specular and his fancy a transparent prism, and 
these wavering dream-like shapes that float 
aboutin the twilight would be of the very air 
were they not incumbered with wooden music 
instruments.

of genre painting. Neither in occupation, in ap- 
parel, in pose, norin grouping had the artist a 
facile theme. He attacks difficulties with the 
abandon of a cavalier of the easel, and brings 
forth his picture with the strength of an athlete. 
His study of suppressed light should command 


be appreciated by the *‘ casual observer.“ 


Homer Winslow's “Eight Bells (144), is an 
interesting performance. Two salts stand with 
the instruments taking the noonday naval ob- 
servation. The artist has touched their helmets 
and the orest of the waves with white light, 
more like the pallid effulgence of a midnight 
moon than the golden yellow of the meridian 
sun. The virtue of the composition is a biuff- 
relief not only of the figures but of the sea, 
which is salty and massive, tumbling about like 
a herd of white horses in a mountain of blue 
surf. The point of study was so close to the sub- 
ject. that there is scarcely any aerial medium be- 
tween the men and the sky, between the ob- 
server and the salts, In this it is more reason- 
able than Haquette’s marines. In them the 
observer is assumed to be towed by a stern line 
closely enough to the fisherman and his daughter 
to see every fray in her apron, every crease in 
his trousers; and to be far enough away not to 
be caught inside the frame. Nature does not 
conjure these marvels on sea or land; and the 
artist who surpasses her prowess is likely to 
make his observers feel that he has o’erstepped 
her modesty. 

F. D. Millet’s “ Patrician Maiden” (102), of 
which one of THe TRIBUNE'S artists gave a 
luminous impression in black and white yester- 
day, is one of the refined and elegant figures in 
a collection more remarkable for robustness. A 
native American, his schooling is Dutch, but he 
has preserved a delicacy of art ideas with victori- 
ous persistence in art environment which in this 
day at least does not applaud it; His subjects 
are chosen with poetic sympathy and chivalrous 
devotion. His handling is like his motive pref- 
erence, delicate, suave, graceful. The color 
=fabric of his “ Patrician Maiden” is simplicity 
itself; her lavender is borrowed from the sky 
‘and her lofty step from that Priscillian tradition 
which still loiters in the New England hills 
where Millet spent his boyhood. 

Space allows mention of only a few of the fig- 
ure compositions in one article. All these are in 
the main gallery except “ Won't Play,” which is 
in the northwest gallery on the same floor; 
Douglas Volk’s “ Witchcraft” and Mowbray’s 
“ Eyening Breeze,” which are in the correspona- 
ing gallery on the south west.

There was a rather better feeling in the 
real-estate market of this city last week, 
which was mainly due to the improvement 
in the weather.

As the money 
market becomes easier the capital 
placed in the hands of brokers for 
investment increases, There is more bidding 
for properties with poor improvements than 
for any other class. Certain wealthy men 
are also looking about for the fees of proper- 
ties leased for ninety-nine years. The ele- 
vated-railroad schemes are watched more 
closely than anything else. It would seem 
from the movements of certain persons sup- 
posed to be well informed that they expect 
definit action to be taken by one of the South 
Side companies soon. There is quitea strong 
partisan feeling between the friends of the 
two enterprises. One class believes that the 
alley scheme is sure to go through and that the 
State street company stands no chance at all. 

other class is equally sure that 
the reverse is true. 80 far as out 
side lands are concerned it probabiy 
does not matter much which company 
builds, as the pians of both must contemplate 
running in pretty nearly the same line. 
rtain acre tracts not far from Washington 
Driving Park are badly wanted by several 
investors, and prices are arate wy, | rapidly. 
Lands farther south are strongiy held, and 
some handsome bids were made for them 
during the week. The movement of manu- 
facturing concerns to South Chicago is en- 
hancing tne prices of lands there. It is 
thought that there will be some important 
transfers in that quarter within a few weeks 
at the longest. The money market continues 
to grow easier. The offerings of funds at 6 
per cent are much in excess of the wauts of 
the people., and the suppiy of money at 5 per 
cent is good.

His Military Cap#bilities Received with 
Ecomiums—He Favors Peace.

THE SAVINGS SOCIETY LAW. 


An Amicable Suit to Test Its Validity—Its 
Objects. 

Under the act passed at the last session of 

the Illinois General Assembly, “to provide 

for the organization of savings societies or 


institutions for savings,” a society has been 


organized in this city under the name of 
“The Chicago Society for Savings.“ and 
whose purpose is to carry on the business 
pertaining to what are generally recognized 
as savings banks in several States of the 
Union, notably New York and the New 
England States. The law in its main feat-

The New York law limits investments to 
United States bonds and securities and 
stocks or bonds of the State of New York, 
and to real estate. The Illinois law permits 
in addition investment in stocks or bonds of 
other States which have not defaulted in the 
payment of interest and principal within 
three years of the time of investment, also 
in municipal and school bonds of the State 
of Illinois and of the States of New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Missouri, Indiana. Mich- 
igan, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas, Nebraska, 
and Wisconsin, provided the entire bonded 
debt of the municipality issuing the securi- 
ties shall not exceed 5 per cent of the as- 
sessed value of the taxable property therein. 
This law has been inoperative so far in this 
State, but its validity has been questioned on 
the ground that under the Constitution (Art. 
XI, Sec. 5) it should be submitted to a 
vote of the people for ratification. The pro- 
moters of the measure, however. maintained 
that the law is not a banking law in the 
meaning of the Constitution; that it is an in- 
vestment law only, and that the officers of 
the society are trustees and not bank offi- 
cers.

Lord Randolph Churchill’s Work in Behalf 
of the Irish—Chamberlain’s Fright.

LONDON, May 26.—Although the members 
of Parliament are scattered all over Europe 
politics does not stand still. Changes are going 
on, none the less important because some of 
them are unseen. They are in the direction 
of modified coercion, if not the actual 
abandonment of that policy, and the 
reform of gross abuses in Irish 
Government. The collapse of Balfourism, 
that grotesque plant which grew up in a 
night, will vanish as suddenly. An active 
ana powerful clique has been at work for 
some months sounding the praises of Balfour 
far and near. Never was auy man so wise, 
heroic, and far-sighted. He had saved Eng- 
land and regenerated Ireland. The press is 
largely controlled by the Government, which 
can give early news, the * bribe which it 
dare offer. It took up Balfour. We who stood be- 
hind the scenes laughed in our sleeves. Some- 
times it is so easy to gull the public that it 
seems almost wicked to do it. Balfour him- 
self must know that his fire-balioon will soon 
2 The papers ascribed to him a merci- 

determination to crush not only conspir- 
acy but the whole Irish people, but against 
such a policy there was sure to come tre- 
mendous reaction. It is beginning now. A 
few months henge and the Balfour legend 
will be almost forgotten except as a page of 
caricature in Irish history. I need not tell you 
what has brought this change to pass. Nothin 
has done it but the boldness, vigor, and abil- 
ity of Lord Randolph Churchill. in London 
a man was almost hounded down for daring 
to say a wordin his favor. Everybody was 
against him, yet he kept on resolutely con- 
tending for his idea until 1 
point was reached last week at Preston, when 
an audience of 6,000 persons stood up and 
cheered again and n in response 
to his plain declaration on the Irish 
uestion. Remember that in Preston 
ere are few Irishmen. It cannot, there- 
fore, be said Lord Randolph merely 
won the cheers of an Irish audience. The 
— e who applauded vociferously were 
headed operatives of Lancashire, the 
shrewaest men in England. As Lancashire 
things today so all England will think tomor- 
row,“ says a proverb—an Ominous proverb at 
this hour for Balfourism. 

Scarcely had the echoes of that great 
speech in Preston died from men’s ears 
before the prophet of Birmingham came 
forth -and gave the sign to his follow- 
ers. How long is it ago since Chamberlain 
rebuked Randolph Churchili in the House for 
* to putin a plea for the mitigation of 
punishment of Irish offenses? So fast is the 
tide flowing that it seems a year—in reality 
itis less than a month—sincé the Govern- 
ment practicaily announced that it meant to 

pone a reform of government in Ireland. 

*urchill then rose and protested, and re- 
minded the Ministers of their pledges, 
and entreated them to keep honest- 
K to their word and render justice to 

reland while supprSening treason. Chamber- 
lain, the former hope of the Radicals, rushed 
forward and threw his shield over the Min- 
istry. He would not allow even a suggestion 
to be made to it. No justice for Ireland, at 
least within any given limit of time; give 
her promises to pay at an unknown period; 
tell her a plausible tale and turn her adrift in 
rags and misery, as of yore. Now 
where is Chamberlain? Ten days have 
passed since Churchill issued his 
ultimatum from Preston. Chamberlain 
runs forward with another. 
he cries, it is the same as Randolph Church- 
ill’s, only much more 80.“ He throws it at 
the ah of the public and expects to see the 
Whole world in an ecstasy of admiration. 
Overboard goes the Ministry; away to the 
winds fly Lord Salisbury, Mr. Smith, and 
“the nephew of my uncte.“ Popkins is here 
again with a plan; and such a plan—millions 
for public works, more millions for buying all 
the Irish land, reformed local government, 
and a bundle of provincial assemblies in 
which Irish patriotism may find endless 
scope for its exercise. Everybody but the 
credulous author saw at a giance that it 
could not possibly work, not even in Utopia, 
much less in Ireland. A more crazy project 
for settling the Irish question could not 
have been hatched. Chamberlain had always 
been thought a practical man. it will take 
him some time to recover a reputation even 
for simple common sense. 

The Government defeat in Southampton is 
a heavy blow. Another seat was lost through 
the eagerness of the Ministerial ring to prove 
Its Arm hold on the country. The former 
Conservative member has retired upon a 
salary of £4,000 and a house. His successor 
is a Gladstonian. Multitudes of expiana- 
tions pour forth from official circles, 
They are all mere dust and rubbish. 
One thing is visible—that extravagance

eir day. It may happen that before Par- 
liament meets.again the most docile support- 
ers of the Government will perceive this. In 
that case no more shall we hear Randolph 
Churchill denounced as a traitor by the men 
who would turn traitor to a! or any- 
thing for thé sake of office.

Frontier Affair.

trouble on the Franco-German frontier this 
season it will be owing to the recent severe 
order issued regulating the admission of 
foreigners across the line. The maintenance 
of such order will injure seriously the busi- 
ness of French railroads.

steamship Trave, which arrived safely yes- 
terday with 1,949 passengers aboard, over 400 
of whom were women. Said Capt. Willig- 
erod: It was the most remarkable storm I 
ever experenced. It only lasted four or five 
hours, but while it did last it was terrible. 
It struck us the morning of May 20, about 
7 o'clock, and it continued until early noon. 
We were in latitude 49°, longitude 28° 19. It 
was a verfect hurricane and the most severe 
one I ever experienced. It came up from the 
southwest and went to the southeast and 
then back again. The waves ran high, and I 
had to clear the deck of all passengers and 
close down the doors. One heavy sea that 
swept over us Carried a the rail of the 
poop deck, but aside from there was no 
damage done. During the heaviest part of 
the hurricane the sun was shining brightly.”

NATIONAL CAPITAL MISCELLANY. 


A Surprise in Store for Railroad Companies 
and Their Employes. 

Wasutnotox, D. C., May 2.—The select 
Committee of the House which investigated 
the late strike on the Reading Railroad ex- 
pects to secure néxt week complete printed 
copies of the testimony taken by it, and 
will -immediateiy begin the preparation 
of its report. It is learned that 
this document will not be confined 
entirely to a general review of the 
points developed in the course of the inquiry, 
but, to use the language of one of the com- 
mitteemen, will recommend some drastic leg- 
islation that is tikely to be unpalatable to 
both the railroads and their empioyés. Brief- 
ly outlined the propositions under consider- 
ation are: First, an absolute provision for 
placing in the hands of a receiver any railroad 
company which, as the result of differences 
with its employés, fails for a period of ten 
days to opera the road; second, 
a requirement’ that all train crews, 
but no other class of employés, 
shall give ten days’ notice of an intention 
to quit work; tiird, that the railroad com- 
panies must give ten days’ notice to their 
employés of a reduction of — — The com- 
mittee expects that the propositions relating 
to employés will excite much opposition, but 
takes the ground that it is the only possible 
method of affording the public the protection 
to which it 1s entitied gainst the interruption 
of regular traffic.

the alternates should nominate the Vice- 
President. He stands in the same relation 
to the President that we do to the delegates— 
i. e., a contingent relation. At all events, as 
we will be there, we want to know what, if 
any, rights we have.“ 

Mr. Raymond says in reply: 

„I regret to say that the alternate's posi- 
tion is not an exalted one, nor are his privi- 
leges many in number. fact, he has only 
oOue—the privilege of occupying the contin- 

nt relation to which you refer. This privi- 

ege carries with it, however, the right to a 
seat in the convention, and the alternates’ 
seats are exceedingly well-located, being im- 
mediately in the rear of those occupied by 
the delegates. 

“ There should be nothing about this in- 
formation, however, to dampen the enthusi- 
asm of your large „to which you refer; 
and, although you not have the privilege 
of placing in nomination the President, 
{ exhort you to stand firm in the faith.”

CRITICISED BY PENNSYLVANIA, 


A Philadelphia Judge Expresses His Sur 
prise at a Chicago Divorce. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 26.—fSpeciai.}— 
Chicago divorces will be looked upon with 
suspicion in the future, especially when the 
story of the protracted litigation between 
William H. Moore and his first wife is told. 
Moore obtained a Chicago divorce in 1887. 
Judge Thayer gave a decision in the case tod 
in the Common Pleas Court here in favor of 
the wife. Moore was a son of the late William 
Hill Moore, formerly a well-known Philadel- 
phia undertaker. He married the com plain- 
ant in Bordentown, N. J., in 1869, but after 
some years Mrs. Moore was obliged to réturn 
to her relatives on account of her husband’s 
failure to support her. In 1887 Moore aban- 
doned his wife, with whom he had been liv. 
ing in Norristown, and went to Chicago, 
where he secured a divorce on the 
nd of desertion. In the meantime 
e had become infatuated with a sales- 
woman in a a Philadelphia retail 
store, and on his return from Chicago mar- 
ried her. The wife sued for support, and to 
her surprise a decreé in divorce obtained in 
Chicago was exhibited to the court.

ODD THINGS IN LADIES’ STUDIOS. 


A Peep at a Pretty Retreat in New York—

New Yorx, May 2%6.—[Speciai,]-—-There are 
many odd things im the ladies’ studios.

A VERITABLE BOOM IN MINING. 


Colorade Mines Long Idle That Are Now 
Yielding Largely. 

Dexver, Colo,, May 21.-—-[Globe-Democrat. | 
—Great activity characterizes mining opera- 
tions in all parts of the State, A veritaple 
boomin actual mining has begun in which 
men appear to be actuated more by a desire 
to make money out of ore than they are by a 
desire to sell prospect holes. The activity is 
not confined to any particular portion of the 
State, but embraces it all, The old- 
est minimg counties, Gilpin, Boulder, 
and Olear Creek, are receiving prob- 
ably the greatest amount of atten- 
tion. In each one, old mines that have lain 
idle for ten to twenty years are started up, 
and, in most gases, the best of reports are 
heard from them. More plants of mining 
machinery are now at work in Gilpin County 
than at any previous time in its history. 
There is not an empty house, an idle mull, 
nor an idle man who desires work in that 
country, and for the first time in years there 
is a demand for more milling tacilities. 

In the old Williams mine, a cross-cut at 
400 feet depth showed two feet of rich ore, 
whose presence Was never suspected, and in 
another vein it was found that a shaft had 
been sunk eighty feet by the side of a rich 
ore body which was supposed to be a wail, 
Clear Creek County keeps 82 old-time 
record for producing rich ore. wry every 
mine in this county is worked by lessees, 
though some lately organized companies are 
peat ora to operate ona large scale. The 

underburg, Terrible, Mendota, Seven-thirty, 
and Colorado Central have all sent ore to 
this market during the last week which 
yielded from $500 to $1,000 per ton. 

The Paymaster has opened a body of ore 
two feet thick averaging over $200 per ton. 

The Mascotte is said to be in good pay ore 
in large quantities. 

In Boulder County the Santa la Maria, a 
once famous but long idle mine, is now yield- 
ing largely, while Ward District, which for 
years has been little less tean a roosting- 
place for owls, is producing $10,000 weekly. 

In Gunnison County the Empire Mill at 
Pitkin has just started up ou Volunteer Mine 
ore. A new concentrator is going up at 
White Pine to treat low grade lead ores. 

The famous Augusta Mine of the Elk 
Mountain District is reported sold to an En- 
glish syndicate for $1,000,000 cash. 

The Syivester Mine of the same region, 
which is cailed the Granit Mountain of Col- 
ea has also been sold and stocked in New 

ork. 

The receipts of ore at this market from 
Summit County average eighty tons weekly, 
and the receipts of gold at the mint in this 
city, from the same county, average $150,000 
monthiy. Most of the mines of that county 
are holding ore in reserve, awaiting a better 
market for lead ore. ‘The smelters are buy- 
ing lead ore cautiously, fearing the passage 
and the effect of the Mills bill on the price of 
lead. The market for galena ores in the en- 
tire State is now demoralized. 

At Kokomo an important strike has been 
made in the Eik Mountain tunnel, which has 
penetrated an ore body for several feet. The 
ore is reported high grade and is supposed te 
be in the White Quail, which was closed 
down a few years ago, on account of water, 
to await. drainage from this tunnel. 

The particulars of the strike on the Robin- 
son are just made public. The ore body was 
reached by an upraise from the filteenth level 
of the old main chute. A slight fault in the 
geological formation appears to have divided 
and split the ore body horizontally, and the 
old main chuté followed the lower portion of 
stratum of the ore, and permitted the upper 

rtion to remain undiscovered until now. 
2 this connection it is. also interesting to 
note the significant fact that,while the lower 
ore body gave an average of perhaps forty 
ounces per ton of silver, the upper deposit is 
now giving an average of upwards of 200 
ounces per ton, The extent of the ore has 
not yet been determined. A drift has been 
driven into it for a distance of about twenty 
feet. The full breast and sides of this drift 
are mineral. It is a fine sand, heavy in iron, 
but quite silicious. 

The Undine, on Elk Mountain, is reported 
to have made a strike. 

Leadville reporta considerable interest. 
Great stories are whispered about the strike 
in the discovery shaft ot the Adams. A large 
ore body is reported at. the head of Empire 
Gulch, six miles southeast of Leadville, ina 
region supposed to be umpromising, A strike 
in Amity of St. Kevins has created à deal 
ef excitement in that region. It is said to be 
important. 

he Dunkin, north shaft of the Virginius, 
and Forepaugh, ali have struck new bodies 
of pay ore, whose richness and extent are 
not yet proven, The uncertaintyin regard 
to lead prices has closed down someof the 
furnaces at Leadville, so that only eleven 
stacks are now in blast. 

Piacer mining in the vicinity of Granit has 
begun. and more extensive work than ever 
will be prosecuted this season. Even the old 
stamp mili in that almost forgotten camp, 
which has stood idle for ten years, has start- 
ed up and is successfully treating ore from 
mines which are profitable under present 
conditions. ; 

In Ouray County good news comes from 
the Albany, Humboldt, and Vanderbilt. The 
Yankee Girl has just begun shipments of 
twenty tons daily. 

Interest at Aspen continues to grow. The 
shoot of ore at Smuggier Mountain is now 
over 800 feet long, and the end not reached. 
The shipments from that camp this week 
have been 1,878 tons. The newly-opened 
Grand River coal mines, below Aspen, are 
producing 400 tons daily, and the capacity is 
constantly being increased. 


Fishing with a Barbed-Wire Fence.

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A FACIAL ORNAMENT NOW POPULAR 
ONCE RIDICULED. 

Thirty Years Ago a Bearded Man in the 
United States Was an Exception—The 
Fathers of the Republic Were Smooth 
Shaven—All Republican Candidates and 
Presidents Have Worn Full Beards, 
While No Democrat Has Yet Been Able 
to Display More than a Mustache. 

New York Press: The beard and mustache 
as an appendage to the face are of compar- 
ative recent date in the United States. Thir- 
ty years ago a beard was an exception, 
and thirty-five years have scarcely elapsed 
since the wearer of a beard was either an 


object of ridicule or suspicion. When a boy 


the writer listened to a sermon in which the 
smoothfaced preacher descanted on the sin 
of the beard and conclusively proved 
that, Adam was not endowed with 
this, facial appendage until. after his 
fall, and that it constituted the act- 
ual thicket behind which he sought to hide 
himself from the sightof his Maker. He 
spoke of Esauas a man whose forces were 
so much given to the propagation of hair that 
he took to the woods and became a hunter 
in order to consort with wild animals as 
more congenial in appearance than mankind 
to his corrupted taste. It was this which 
led him to sell his birthmght for a mess of 
pottage and exile himself from the haunts of 
mankind. : 

It is quite evident it was at least as difficult 
for the ancients to keep down the growth of 
the bzard gs it is for the modern youth to 
raige one, Before the invention of the razor, 
which dates back less than two centuries, the 
hair was kept from accumulating on the face 
by rubbing the skin quickly with pumice- 
stone, which gave it that peculiar polish 
and hardness of outline noticeable 
in old paintin Barbers are first men- 
tioned in Eng history about the year 
1629, during tne reign of Charles I., when a 
number ef itans were ordered to be pun- 
ished by having their beards shaven from 
their faces with sharp knives, and the hair 
to be cropped close to their heads therewith 
in addition to having their ears cut off and 
tongues bored with a redhot iron, and to 
be thereafter stood in the pillory.“ The 
punishment of shaving was one of the 
most severe then enforced, the victims 
being literally flayed alive, and out of the 
barbarous practice the name barber was 
eventually contracted. These assistant ex- 
ecutioners in time became so expert in their 
work that shaving ceased to be a punish- 
ment, and compared with the old method of 
„ pumicing ”’ the face entered the catalog of 

leasures and evolved the large and worthy 
raternity of skillful professional barbers. 

About 1885 beards and mustaches began to 
make their appearance in this country on the 
streets of the cities, and were everywhere 
the subject of mdicule—so much 80 few 
were vain enough to cultivate them. In 1538 
the fad for wearing hair on the face was 

ven a great thrust forward by a picture of 

Jount D’Orsay published in Frazer's Maga- 

zine, 2 how copiously a chin could 

be cushioned, and which, it was conceded, 

reached the climax of hair arrangement in 
uarter, 

Still, for a number of years later long 
beards were considered disgraceful—as 
masks behind which criminals and outlaws 
sought to hide their identity. As late as 1845 
the writer remembers to have seen a Jow 
with long hair and beard baited“ on 
Beaver street in this city by a crowd of boys, 
who chased him with sticxs and stones 
through the streets and alleys in what was 
then one of the most attreciive portions of 
New York, and for no other reason than the 
great mass of hair which concealed his feat- 
ures. And on this occasion the sedate busi- 


gathered at 
their doors and cheered the boys on with 
their expressions of approval. 

One or two Judges about that time began 
to make their appearance on the bench with 
whiskers. This the public took as an offensé, 
and the papers seriously discussed it as a

Or 
would they, wherever they may have us 
understand that their strength, like his of 
old, hes in their hair!“ 

None of the fathers of the Republic. ever 
wore a The appendage of hair is not 
to be found on the face of any of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, and it 
was unknown to all the officers of the Revo- 
lutionary army. Those men of great minds, 
iron will, and strong purpose stood forth in 
the broad light of day with faces so clean 
that their every thought might be read. The 
war of 1812 brought no Generals to the front 
with beards, but all the commanders of the 
navy appear to have cultivated the mutton- 
leg, as it was once called—the side whisker 
reaching an inch or so below the ear, but al- 
ways kept cropped. This is the whiskers we 
find on the pictures of Perry, Bainbridge, 
Decatur, Lawrence, others, and is tne 
22 which was aiterward built out and, 

n connection with the mustache, became the 
* Burnside,” All the princi officers of 
the Mexican War wers also al- 
though the manstacies and posed began about 
that time to creep inte the army. 

Of the Presidents of the United States 
John Q. Adams and Zachary Taylor had a 
mere bunch of hair, extending the length of 
the ear. Martin Van Buren had more of the 
“mutton lag,“ which curled forward, . 
being of a u color, gave that uliar ex- 
pression to his face which cau him te be 
nicknamed “The Red Fox of Kinderhook”’ 
or Foxy“ Van Buren. All the other Presi- 
dents had faces shaven of every particle of 
hair, and up to 1861 no man had occupied a 
position of prominence in the National Gov- 
ernment who wore a beard on his chin or a 
mustache, 

This may have been owing to the fact that

what luxurious growth of hair. At that time, 
or previous to the term Abolitionist con-

The Cabinet which Lincoln assembled was 
composed largely of bearded men. The de- 
spised abolition sentiment had obtaimed the 
ascendency, and men by the thousands who 
ten years before would rather have been 
caught burning a bouse than raising a 
beard threw away their razors and 
turned their faces out to nature for 
828 The officers in the fleld of both 
armies let the beard grow or cut it in shape 
to ‘suit their ticular fancy or appearance, 
until a smooth-faced man o almost as 
rare as a hairy one had been a few months 
previous. With the wiping out of slavery 
the arbitrary line of face garniture has 
passed away, and nowa man may wear along 
beard or a short one, a mustache or a goatee, 
or no beard at all, just as he pleases, and no 
one can tell his politics from the sign he car- 
res on his face.
